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Pensions 
may pay 

well fees

The Detroit Police and Fire 
Pension fund may have to cover 
fines and fees incurred by the 
now-defunct Environmental 
Disposal Systems - the firm that 
operated the controversial deep 
injections wells near 1-94 and 
Citrin Road. 

A source of contention among 
city and state officials for at least 
15 .veal's, the wells were closed 
down by the MDEQ (Michigan 
Department of Environmental 
Quality) in December 2006 when 
leaks and gases were discovered 
at the site. Since then, the lead¬ 
ership of the pension fund fired 
the conglomerate running the 
disposal firm and created a new 
entity to manage the fund. 

The city is closely watching 
he developments regarding the 
well in the hopes that the busi¬ 
ness will not be able to continue 
operating 

‘The pension fund owns this, 
and while they’re (the wells) 
shut down, they’re incurring 
fines and they’re going to have to 
address those eventually,” he 
said. “Whatever happens, we 
hope that the wells just don’t re¬ 
open,” said Romulus Mayor 
Alan Lambert 

The city has enlisted the help 
of state and federal officials to 
try to keep the wells closed - 
and Lambert said he hopes the

The remembrance of Martin 
Luther King Jr was attended by 
several hundred people in 
Romulus Monday.

The Rev. Arthur Willis and 
Councilwoman Ellen Craig- 
Bragg organized the program.

Development, progress stressed in speech

The prospect of casinos, new 
residential development and the 
new recreation center figured 
prominently in the State of the 
City Address, which Mayor Alan 
R Lambert delivered to a packed 
crowd at the Crowne Plaza Hotel 
Tuesday 

The annual speech was once 
again sponsored by the Greater 
Romulus Chamber of Commerce. 
Lambert, who is 1/3 of the way 
into his second, 4-year term as 
mayor, said the state of the city is 
good given the difficult economic 
climate facing the state and 
municipalities that rely on the fal¬ 


tering manufacturing sector to 
thrive. 

“I am proud to say we continue 
our own aggressive economic 
development initiatives at the city 
level as well as our commitment 
to neighborhood revitalization, 
public safely and the overall qual¬ 
ity of life in Romulus,” hesaid. 

“With regard to economic 
development, nearly x h billion 
dollars of estimated construction 
costs have taken place in this city 
since I first assumed office. Our 
achievements have been signifi¬ 
cant 

“During the past year alone, 
Romulus was named the third 
highest city in Wayne County to 
successfully bring in new com¬ 


mercial development and new 
jobs.” 

City-owned projects Lambert 
touched on included the new 
senior center, which opened in 
2006, the new recreation center, 
which will open this year, and the 
expansion of Romulus Historical 
Park 

The mayor also called the con¬ 
tinued evolution of the downtown 
area “a challenge,” telling the 
crowd that the city is still trying to 
attract small businesses like 
restaurants. Those efforts have so 
far yielded few rewards. 

Enhancements also loomed 
large in 2006, Lambert said. At 
least one new project - the new 
Fairfield Inn - is under construc-

Business owners hope for a more vibrant, active downtown

Belleville business owners 
had a lot to say last week when 
they were invited by Downtown 
Development Authority (DDA) 
officials to meet and share their 
concerns about improvements 
needed in the downtown area 

Shawna Austin, owner of 
Trinity Brands boutique in 
Belleville, opened her business 
last year. She said she thought 
her store would be able to draw 
customers from other area busi¬ 
nesses, but that hasn’t hap¬ 
pened. 

“We need to bring more into 
Belleville,” said Austin. “I’m a 
retail store and I’d like to be 
able to feed-off each other” 

Concerns with traffic, parking 
and overall business recruit¬ 
ment were the top issues dis¬ 
cussed. 

“How can we help you stay in 
business and what can we do to 
increase traffic in a positive 
way? That’s what we want to 
know,” said Rosemary Loria, 
chairperson of the development 
authority. 

“It’s all ‘how it used to be’ and 
frankly, I don’t care,” said Gary 
Snarski, a member of the devel¬ 
opment authority and owner of 
Century 21. “I’ve been here for 


10 years now and I came here 
because I knew it (the city) was 
waiting to happen. We want 
things like a nice streetscape 
and more businesses, but it 
seems like we’re doing every¬ 
thing wrong. The problem is 
how do we do it?” 

Other business owners, like 
Chesley Odom of Chesley Odom 
Design, felt the city is in a stand¬ 
still talking about the same 
things they were 15 years ago. 

“Many of these things are 
being restated,” he said. “My 
business wouldn’t survive on 
just here, most of my business is 
in Grosse Pointe.” 

Duane Detlor, of Detlor 
Insurance, said the city hasn’t 
taken an active role on bad stew¬ 
ards of their land. They need to 
enforce the ordinances and if 
there isn’t one for that, create 
one. 

Randy Brown, who owns 
Randy Brown Landscape Inc., 
agreed and stressed the need to 
clean up the parking lot coming 
into city along with the laundro¬ 
mat, which are both eyesores, he 
said. 

While downtown develop¬ 
ment authority projects such as 
the streetscape improvements 
are beneficial, many said more 
than just landscaping, brick 
paving, updated signage and 


sidewalk improvements needs 
to be done. Concerns also lie 
with keeping buildings up to city 
code and, the need to utilize the 
experience of other cities like 
Plymouth, Birmingham, 
Ftemdale and Royal Oak. 

“Royal Oak wasn’t always the 
way it is now,” said Odom. “One 
business that made money came 
into town and the rest came. We 
have to get somebody making 
money here and this is the prob¬ 
lem.” 

Lack of city funds and where 
exactly the DDA budget stands 
is also an issue. Loria said the 
group is still waiting for the 
result of the city audit to know 
what the DDA budget is. 

The Belleville Area Chamber 
of Commerce is willing to help 
defray costs and help any way 
they can, according to President 
Linda Hall. 

“I know we need a profes¬ 
sional to help in development,” 
she said. 

“I believe we need a DDA 
director,” Snarski added. 

Other suggestions included 
the possibility of tax incentives 
or tax abatements to attract busi¬ 
nesses, expand special events 
and make use of the lakefront 
area 

Resident Phil Hecksel also 
suggested the need for web pres¬ 


ence in both the city and DDA. 
He said a successful business 
requires an award winning web 
design, which would help attract 
and retain more business. 

“Belleville has great plan¬ 
ners, but not the best implemen¬ 
tators,” said Councilmember 


Walter Mears. “Part of it is 
organic growth, keeping on task 
and, figuring out how to manage, 
plan and operationalize to make 
things successful” 

“Good, bad, whatever, where 
do we go from here?” said

The owner of the 2-year-old 
bulldog who became known as 
the mascot of Romulus Middle 
School is reeling over the appar¬ 
ent dog napping of the canine 
The dog owner is asking for 
public support in identifying the 
individual or individuals respon¬ 
sible for taking the beloved pet 
from her yard in Romulus. 

“She is loved very much, and I 
want to do whatever I can to get 
her back,” said Melinda Jones, 
the owner of Spirit a bulldog 
The dog disappeared from 
Jones' fenced-in yard at the 6300 
block of Hunt Street during the 
daytime hours of Wednesday, 
Nov. 22. Jones said she let the dog 
outside for just a moment 

“I let her out for a few min¬ 
utes, and when I went out to get 
her, she was gone - and the gate 
on my fence was wide open,” she 
said. “That's how I know she was 
takea” 

Jones is adamant that the gate 
was closed, and that it would 


have been impossible for the rel¬ 
atively short dog to trip the latch 
on the gate or jump the fence. 

The dog owner said she’s 
spent several hours trying to find 
Spirit, and eventually hoped that 
some media attention may shed 
some light on the fate of her dog 

“I’ve put up flyers in our 
neighborhood, but I haven’t had 
any response,” Jones said. “I’m 
just hoping that someone out 
there will be able to give us some 
information.'' 

Besides being good pets, bull¬ 
dogs are very valuable. One dog 
costs about $2,500 if purchased 
from a breeder. Jones said she 
believes that value may have 
been a motive for someone to 
steal Spirit 


Spirit became affiliated with 
Romulus Middle School about 2 
years ago, Jones said. 

Jones has a brother who 
served as a Romulus Police offi¬ 
cer at the middle school. The 
football team is named the 
Bulldogs, and when school 
administrators learned the offi¬ 
cer had a sister that owned a 
bulldog, they asked if Spirit could 
be the school mascot 

Spirit had attended school 
functions with the family in 2005, 
and had an opportunity to pose 
for photographs with students. 

Det. Lt John Leacher of the 
Romulus Police Department said 
there have been no leads about 
the missing dog 

Jones hopes someone can 


come up with information soon. 

“Obviously I’m concerned 
about her safety, because she’s 
not with me,” she said. 

Spirit is described as a female 
bulldog who is about 2 feet-tall 
and weighs about 35 pounds. She 
is primarily gray in color, but has 
white markings on her face. 


Jones is prepared to offer a 
reward to anyone who provides 
information that leads to the safe 
return of Spirit

and attempts to stop the wells 
failed, and last year, the MDEQ 
granted the EDS application to 
operate the well. About seven 
months later, problems were dis¬ 
covered at the wells during a 
routine inspection 

The deep wells are 4,500 feet 
below the ground surface. EDS 
was licensed to treat up to 
400,000 gallons of liquid waste 
per day. The facility is also 
licensed to store 11,000 gallons of 
waste from containers, 93,000 
gallons in tanker vehicles and 
another 237,000 in tanks. 

The waste was to be trucked 
in from Michigan and other 
places in the United States. 

There is no activity permitted 
at the well until the problems 
are repaired and the fines and 
fees are resolved.

A well crafted 
‘emergency’ 


Flaced with another gloomy financial outlook, a potential budget short¬ 
fall of up to $1 billion and ongoing troubles with the state’s largest eco¬ 
nomic engine—the auto industry—Gov. Jennifer Granholm impaneled 
recently an emergency financial advisory group. 

Well, it’s about time. 

The group, made up of former high-ranking Michigan officials, met for 
the first time on FViday in their quest to come up with some ideas to stave 
off budget shortfalls this year and in the future. 

We’re a little curious to see what this group of thinkers can come up 
with that hasn’t been said—or written about, ad nauseam—during the 
past several years while the Michigan economy floundered. 

We all know that things haven’t been that great lately. School districts 
and local municipalities have had to slash their budgets as their share of 
state revenues has not kept pace with the increases in the cost of doing 
business. In many cases, it has actually declined while expenses have 
gone up. What more can be said? Despite Granholm’s best efforts, the 
state has not fully addressed the larger problem: their revenues are not 
in line with their expenses. 

Given that, many political pundits have questioned the true goal of 
this ‘emergency’ panel and pointed out that many members are friendly 
to tax increases for the average citizen. That’s a possibility, since she can’t 
be re-elected again; she could then use the panel as a buffer between her 
and what may be a grisly reality. 

One thing is already certain, though. The bipartisanship in the state 
capital will continue, perhaps at the expense of a true, equitable solution 
to the problem. Already fingers are pointing as each side tries to blame 
the other for the mess. 

Local officials—whether they serve on a city council, township board 
or school board—should take heed. They’re facing many of the same dif¬ 
ficulties and they don’t need to put together an emergency panel to tell’ 
them they’ll probably have to solve these problems on their own. 

A tough road ahead 

Officials in the City of Wayne got off to a good start on Saturday when 
they formed a committee to promote the upcoming road millage request 

Voters in the city will be asked to approve a levy of up to 1 mill for 25 
years to fund a myriad of street and sidewalk improvement projects. It 
will cost the average taxpayer about $50 a year—a small price for such 
needed work—but it will probably still be a close vote. 

The last time the city asked for a millage, it was only approved by 10 
votes, after all, so they’re right to be a little nervous about it The econo¬ 
my is different this time around, too. 

The key to'any successful millage campaign is information. The pub¬ 
lic has to have a clear grasp of what’s being asked for, what the stakes 
are, what it means to them, individually and how much it will impact 
their wallets. Citizens committees are the best way to achieve this, 
because the role the actual government can play is strictly defined: they 
can educate, not persuade. That’s a tough line to walk. 

We’ll all find out just how nervous the city council and city adminis¬ 
tration are about asking for this levy in the.coming weeks. It coincides 
with the beginning of budget season, after all, notably the two goal set¬ 
ting sessions approved by the council on Tuesday night It’s our hope 
that this upcoming millage won’t be the only thing the city focuses on 
during the coming year. It’s possible to promote that and still push for

Robert Guttersohn brought home more 
than memories from his time serving the 
country in Iraq. 

Guttersohn, a Wayne resident and for¬ 
mer paratrooper, also brought home the 
inspiration for his series of novels, the 
Bartholemoo Chronicles, the first of which 
was published recently. 

Guttersohn said he initially came up 
with the concept to entertain his fellow sol¬ 
diers during long deployments to the war- 
tom land.

Emerson said this is just the 
first of many projects to come out 
of the group, made up of family, 
friends and retired firefighters. 

“If we can’t be on the truck we 
can support them and raise funds 


for them,” she said. 

Christine Tator, president of 
the Belleville Fire Auxiliary, said 
with a small community, there are 
times where the city budget can’t 
fund upgrades and advances in 
the department That’s where the 
need and support of the auxiliary 
comes in, she said.

Now grown up, that 
voice is backed up by B J. Hassell 
on lead guitar, Randy Lopez on 
bass and Maurice Evans on 
drums. Blazer also plays acoustic 
guitar and piano. 

Blazer released a pop-rock CD, 
Passion In Me, in 2005. Since then, 
she’s returned to her roots in 
country-rock. 

“When I came back (to 
Michigan), I realized that country 
is my main genre,” she said.
